as Soldier, Law- 
yer and Worker For Prohi- 
bition and Education. 

Mr. Ceo W. Armistead died at his 
home at 1015 E. Ninth Street, at 
7:25 o'clock Sunday evening, of an 
aitack of heart failure, to which he 
had been subject for the last six 
years. 

Mr. Armistead was born at Hamp 
ton, Va , Oct 4, 1S35, and was in the 
80th year of his age 

His literary education was acqu r- 
ed at Randolph-Macon College, from 
which he graduated with the degree 
of A. B. Subsequently he graduated 
from the Richmond Law College and 
entered upon the praciice of law in 
Richmond. 

At the beginning of the war he en 
tered the Confederate army and was 
attached to an artil ery battery in 
the Virginia campaign. Later he 
was promoted to lieutenant and as- 
signed to duty on the training ship 
Patrick Henry, of the Confederate 
Naval School. Upon the evacuation 
of Richmond by the Con federate gov- 
ernment, he was one of the personal 
escort of President Jefferson Davis 
and was with him theieafter practi 
cally all the time until his capture. 

In 1876 Mr. A mislead moved from 
Virginia to West Tennessee and in 
1883 moved to Nashville, where he 
became actively idenlifi d with the 
prohibition cause not only in the 
state but in the nation He was ; 
close friend of Mr. Woolley, the pro 
hibition candidate for president in 
one campaign. He wa? a leader in 
the prohibition movement for 35 
years and at one time conducted a 
prohibition paper for a period of ten 
years. 

He was for 15 years chairman of 
the Prohibition Executive commit- 
tee of Tennessee. 

Mr. Armistead possessed a broad 
intellect and solid literary attain- 
ments. He was a man of much cul- 
ture and a wide range of informa- 
tion on almost every subject. 

He came to Hopkinsville in 1906 
and had since made his home here. 
He was a member of the Ned Meri- 
wether Bivouac, U. C. V., of this 
city, and took a dtep interest in the 
meetings. He was a life long mem- 
ber of the Methodist church and held 
many positions in church work, such 
as steward, Sunday School Superin- 
tendent, teacher, etc. 

He is survived by his wife and five 
children. W. H. S. Armistead, Wirt 
M. Armistead and R »bt. A. Arm- 
istead, are Nashville business men; 
Geo H. Armistead is a journalist of 
I Franklin, Tenn., and the only daugh- 
ter is the wife of Mr. J. H. Gate, of 
this city. His funeral services will 
be held at the Methodist church at 
11 o'clock this morning, conducted 
by Rev Lewis Po*ell

NEW FRONT TO BE PUT IN.

The two-story brick building on 
the corner of Ninth and Virginia 
streets, built more than 30 years ago 
and known as the Hord block, is un- 
dergoing a thorough remodeling. It 
is now owned by J. J. Metcalfe and 
Mr. Metcalfe has let the contract to 
the Forbes Mfg.

Closed With

The testimony for the prosecution, 
in the Wilson-Chafin murder trial. 

concluded Friday afternoon and

he heard the defendants conversing 
in Wilson s cell in the latter part of 
January or early in February. Chafin 
said to Wilson. "You'd better get a 
lawyer." Wilson replied, "I don't 
need a lawyer, you're the one thit 
fired the shot." On cross examina 
tion, he admitted he didn't know 
that Mr. Southail had been engaged 
by Wilson since November. He de- 
nied that the prosecution had offered 
him a light sentence for his offense 
f he would testifiy. Upon being 
asked if Cnafin was not in the Hen 
derson jail at the time he is alleged to 
have heard the conversation, he said 
that this was before Chafin was tak 
en away. 

Geo. Rives, a Nortonville negro, 
was introduced and testified that 
Chafin had talked with him in Nor- 
tonville in November. Said that 
Chafin said he was en route to St. 
Louis, that he had just killed a white 
man in Hopkinsville, and was escap 
ing to St. Louis.

Austria Is Strengthening Her 
Frontier And Italy Is Mak- 
ing Preparations. 

London, March 22.— The relations 
between Italy and Austria are believ- 
ed to have reached an acute stage. 
A Rome dispatch says Austrian and 
German subjects have been advised 
by their consuls to leave Italy in the 
shortest possible time. Austria ha* 
commenced strengthening her south- 
ern frontier, and according to a dis- 
patch Italian officers of all arms be- 
longing to the first line, who have 
been on half pay, have been called to 
the colors. In military circles this 
order is eonpidered significant. No 
Austrian news on the subjeet is 
available in London, the censor of 
that country having, it is said, pro- 
hibited comments. 

There also are reports that Greece- 
is preparing to adopt a more activ 1 
attitude. Following a series of pro- 
onged cabinet meetings at Athen*. 
the Greek minister of marine is quot- 
ed as having said that the Greek 
government had received all guaran- 
tees, and to have indicated that the 
country was about to engage in some 
enterprise. 

The allied fleet is preparing for a 
renewal of the attack on the Darda- 
nolles, delayed by unfavoranlj 
I weather. At a council of the admirals 
aboard the French battleshipSufTrer, 
it is reported that a decision was 
reached to make a new general at- 
tack in which all the warships will 
take part. 

Reverting to their policy of last 
fall, the Germans early Sunday at- 
tacked Paris with aircrart. Four 
Zeppelins started for the city, but 
only two reached it. These dropped 
bombs injuring a number of persons 
and setting fire to buildings. The 
French airmen whose duty it is to 
guard thecity, pursued the Germans 
but, owing to the mist, they wer> 
unable to overtake the airships. 

As far as the land operations are 
concerned, the eastern front holds 
the most interest. The Russians, 
according to Petrograd, are pressing: 
the Germans back to the East Prus- 
sian frontier, their latest achieve- 
ment being to defeat three German 
columns on the road from Ostrolenka 
to Myszyniec. From the same souro 
comes a statement that Prezemysl is 
at its last gasp and that the garrison 
is getting rid of its ammunition pre- 
paratory to surrender.

Barrel and Digestive Organ* 
Id Be Developed by Feeding 
Good Quality of Roughage. 



Calves should be kept growing con- 
tinuously and vigorously from birth. 
No grain should be fed after the calf 
Is six months old If it can be kept in 
proper growing condition without It. 
A large barrel and digestive organs 
shoald be developed by feeding a good 
quality of roughage when not on pas- 
tare. After calves have reached six 
months of age they can be 
better and cheaper on good 
or corn silage and good alfalfa hay 
than on any other feeds, and, as 
roughage Is cheaper than eoncen 
t rates, these are the feeds from which 
we wish the mature animals to nave 
the ability te get more of 
meat.

METHOD FOR DOCKING LAMBS 

Operation Should Be Performed When 
Youngsters Are About Ten Dsyi 
Old — Short Tail Desired. 

Docking should be done when thn 
lambs are about ten days old. The 
easiest method Is to place the lamb 
between the operator's legs, its rear 
end in front of him. The operator lifts 
the tail and with a heaTy knife pushen 
the skin half way on the Underside 
of the third vertebra back to its junc- 
ture with the second. Then with a 
sharp cut be severs the tall at this 
point. Many shepherds leave the tail 
one vertebra longer, but a short tall 
Is g l sully to be desired since It can- 
not collect so much manure. 

Very seldom. If the Iamb is docked 
early, will there be sufficient bleeding 
to cause any material harm. If pro- 
fuse bleeding does occur, a cord should 
be tied very tightly around the stump 
of the tall. Pincers heated to a high 
temperature, may also be used for this 
purpose, and by many are preferred 
The tail Is severed by closing them 
upon It. The stamp is seared or 
burned, which completely prevent 
bleeding. However, a burn will not 
heal so quickly as a clean cut, and in 
the former condition suppuration or 
the formation of pus underneath th( 
scab may occur. 

Of course, there is a greater liabil 
Ity of dangerous Infection where the 
knife, without cauterization, is used 
since the seared surface tends to pre 
vent the entrance of bacteria. Infec 
tlon, however, can bV avoided by the 
maintenance of cleanly and saultan 
surroundings. The pincers can satis- 
factorily be adopted for docking Iamb' 
several weeks old, when the contin 
gency of bleeding is more likely.

MAKE PRO FITS WI TH STEERS 

Animals Must Have Good Beef Char 
acteristics, a Wide. Strong Back 
and a targe Heart Girth. 

How to select steers that will makr 
good gains and return substantia' 
profits should be well known by tht 
man who plans to market his crops 
as feed this fall or winter. 

John U Torney of the University ol 
Wisconsin Agricultural Experiment 
station, is urging cattle feeders to loot 
for the following characteristics it 
animals which they intend to finish fot 
the market: 

"Steers, if they arc to make profit 
able gains in the feed lot, must have 
beef characteristics, a wide, strong 
back, and a large heart girth. 

"They must have a strong frame and 
plenty of room for the vital organs 
for an animal with a weak constitu- 
tion can not bold up through the 
feeding season. 

"A wide head and muzzle, which us- 
ually indicate good feeding qualities. 

"Short legs, heavy hindquarters, 
and arched ribs are essential in the 
feeding animal. 

"The skin should be reasonably 
thick, soft, and covered by a heavy 
coat of hair. 

"The animal should have a straight 
back and low set appearance, due to 
the depth of body and short legs."

Everett D. Brewer, a Nashville 
boy, has invented and constructed 
an aeroplane in which he made a 
trip over the city of Nashville Sat- 
urday at an elevation of 3,600 feet, 
says the Tennessean. 

Some new featuresin the aeroplane 
are fully covered by patents and the 
youthful inventor claims it is the 
only air machine in existence that 
cannot fall to earth, unless some im- 
portant part, such as the planes or 
body, breaks. It is automatically 
controlled by the shifting of the 
planes, and the success of the in- 
vention was "brought out strongly 
Saturday in a high wind before the 
few friends and curious strangers 
who witnessed the flights. 

With the exception of the motor 
and propeller, the aeroplane was 
constructed entirely by Brewer, who 
is an employe of the R. G. Dunn 
company, of this city, and a mechan- 
ic of no mean ability. In the flights 
Saturday Wright motor and pro- 
lers had been fitted to the ma- 
chine, which rose without a hitch 
and skimmed the air at the rate of 
fifty miles an hour. 

One of tne unique features includ- 
ed in the machine is that it can be 
Kidded upon the ground like an au- 
tomobile, a new departure, as all 
aeroplanes heretofor6 were unable 
to guide their course after lighting 
and were liable to crash into any- 
thing that stood before them. The 
Brewer machine an be run in com- 
plete circles after lighting if neces- 
sary to escape some object upon the 
ground. 

The machine is fifty-five feet in 
length and is twenty-eight feet 
across, having four planes, each 
measuring ten by fourteen feet.

Rev. Edward Williams, pastor of 
the Virginia Street Colored Baptist 
church, has held the same pastorate 
for nearly 30 years. He easily ranks 
amongst the most distinguished men 
of his race in the Baptist denomina- 
tion of the State. He came to Hop- 
kinsville in the eighties ar.d was 
pastor of the church located at that 
time at Fourteenth and Virginia 
streets. 

In 1894 when the white Baptists 
moved their church to Fourteenth 
and Main negotiations were entered 
into and a deal made with the col- 
ored church to move to the present 
site at Third and Virginia streets. 
Rev. Williams conducted the negoti- 
ations for his church and with the 
amount realized as a nucleus, started 
the movement to erect the present 
large and handsome edifice, complet- 
ed about 20 years ago. 

His personal influence was great 
among white as well as colored peo- 
ple and his plans were carried through 
successfully. He is still the beloved 
pastor of the church he has served 
all these years. He is now 69 years 
of age. but is still active and alert 
physically and mentally and appears 
much younger than he is 

Dr. Williams has filled many posi- 
tions of honor in his church work. 
He was for many years secretary of 
the local association and rose to be 
moderator of the General Association 
of Colored Baptists. He is almost 
white, with swarthy complexion, a 
full beard and an intelligent face set 
off by keen dark eyes. He is a man 
of ability, a fluent talker and a lead- 
er in morality as well as in church 
matters. His work and influence at e 
always for good and his career in 
this city has been of incalculable 
benefit to his race. 

Due to his influence and that of 
others of his character there has 
never been any serious race disturb- 
ance in Hopkinsville and with nearly 
40 per cent of the population colored, 
the community is noted for its gocd 
feeling between the races.

The bones of younger men usually 
have a great amount of animal mat- 
ter, consequently are less brittle than 
thoite of older men. The less resist- 
ance* met by the bullet in the compar- 
atively softer bones, at short ranges, 
permits the passage of the bullet with- 
out explosive effect In the c es of 
the older and more brittle bo b the 
bullet at long ranges causes grot dam- 
age, especially as the bullet at these 
long ranges has become unsteady from 
loss of velocity and strikes the bone 
sldewise, thus transferring Its energy 
over a greater area than if It 
struck point on. 

Owing to the change in the position 
of bulli ts fired at Ions ranges, the ef- 
fect produced in the bony tissues is at 
first in the short ranges very severe 
from the high velocity, but in the 
midranges the effects are let 
vere because of loss in velocity, and 
at long ranges the effects became se- 
vere again because of the impact be- 
ing made with the side of the bul 
let.
